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REMARKS 

With entry of the above amendments, claims 1-12 are pending in 
the application. All claims previously pending have been allowed 
by the Examiner in the Notice of Allowability and Issue Fee Due 
mailed on April 19, 2004, for which the Applicants are grateful.
